Before labor saving machinery 
was thought of, te population of 
England was only five million peo- 
ple and these found it hard to pro- 
duce enough food, clothing and 
housing to supply their needs, To- 
day the population is 59 million 
and they are better clotied and 
better housed than their fore- 
fathers were when there were only 
five million of them. This change 
has been brought about by .he 
introduction of so many labor-sav- 
ing devices in all industrics that 
the people today are able to pro 
duce enough of all things they 
need to supply ten times as many 
people as the country could sup- 
port 200 years ago. 

But it required more tiian the 
adoption of labor saving devices 
to bring about his desirable change. 
It was not enough that the people 
were able to produce more; they 
also had to be able to sell more. 
To do this they had to lower their 
prices so that more people could 
buy the increased production, 

If the employers had kept for 
themselves all the savings effected 
by the use of new and better ma- 
chinery, -and better business prac- 
tices, or if they had shared such 
savings with their own employ 2cs 
only there would have been no 
reduction in tte prices of the goods’

The 
upper limit of this balance is call- 
ed field capacity or when the soil 
is holding the maximum amount 
of water after downward move- 
ment, due to gravity, has ceased. 
The lower limit is the wilting 
point which indicates the moisture 
content of the soil when the plant 
Wilts. : 

When the_goil moisture is higher 
than field capacity, the soil is sat- 
urated. If the soil remains saturat- 
ed for too long a period, it be- 
comes waterlogged and plants suf- 
fer from lack of air, When the 
soil moisture falls below the wilt- 
ing point, the plant of course dies, 

The amount of water that the 
plant can use is that volume be- 
tween field capacity and wilting 
point and this quantity is called 
the available moisture —- Canada 
Department of Agriculture.

One of the busiest women in 
Vancouver is Mrs. Marjorie Mc- 
Guffin, blind and deaf since child- 
hood and mother of three. 

At 50 she edits a Braille maga- 
zine, is organizing a league for 
the deaf and blind of Canada and 
does ser own cooking and house- 
work,

eyesight and hearing. At 11 she 
began four intermittent years at 
school for the deaf but the very 
determination to get knowledge 
cut short her education.

portage 
is marked 


An aluminum marker has 
been set into bedrock on the 
site of the historic second 
-Chaudiere portage along the 
north shore of the Ottawa 
River at Val Tetreau; P.Q. 

Along the half-mile portage 
moved nearly all the Canadian ex- 
plorers and fur traders who fol- 
lowed the canoe route from Mont- 
real to the western plains. 

The portage, which possibly is 
the last of the route remaining in 
its original state on the Ottawa 
River, felt the steps of Samuel 
de Champlain, Brule, Nicolet, 
Radisson, Groseilliers, La Salle, La 
Verendrye, Alexander Henry the 
Elder and Alexander Henry the 
Younger, Harmon, Thompson, and 
Fraser, 

The marker, which was erected, 
by the Men's and Women's Cana- 
dian Club of Ottawa, was unveil-. 
ed by Hon. Jean Lesage, Minister 
of Northern Affairs and National 
Resourtes,. The portage was de- 
clared a historic site by the His- 
toric Sites and Monuments Board 
of Canada in-1954, and the prop- 
erty that it crosses placed in the 


; custody of the. Federal District 


Commission by its owner, the Gat- 
ineau Power Company. 
Shown on thé" large plaque is a 


‘fur-trade canoe manned by 14 voy- 


ageurs shooting a rapids while 
nearby. are the actual stone steps 
and the rock causeway built by 
the voyageurs to case the move- 
ment of heavy loads over the port 
age. Another reminder of the 3U0- 
year-old portage is found near the 
murker where two life-sized voy- 
ageur canoe paddles rest against 
a large granite boulder. 

Other historic Ottawa river por- 
tages have been obliterated by 
canals, power dams, or industrial

| When aureomycin was added to 
swine rations containing low, me- 
dium, standard, and high levels of 
| protein the smallest benefits from 


| the aureomycin, in terms of rate 


of gain and feed efficiency, were 
obtained at the high level of pro- 
tein. Greatest benefit from aureo- 
mycin was obtained in the ration 
of medium protein content. The 
rations used ranged from 13 to 19, 
from 12 to 15, and from 11 to 13 
percent protein for the periods 
weaning to 70 pounds, 70 to 130 
pounds, and 130 to 200 pounds, re- 
spectively. Each ration was fed 
with and without antibiotic. 

The results from two trials in- 
volving 104 pigs at the Experi- 
mental Farm, Melfort, Saskatche- 
wan, showed that, over the entire. 
| growing-fattening period, the ad- 
dition of aureomycin increased 
rate of gain by 4.4 to 13.1 percent, 
increased feed efficiency by 4.0 to 
8.6 percent, and reduced feed cost 
per pound of gain by 2.4 to 4.2 
percent depending on the level of 
protein in the ratioa.

there was a difference in averago 
| daily: gain per pig of .15 pounds 
| between the low and high protein 
rations. Pigs on the high protein 
ration required .28 pounds less feed 
to put on a pound gain than the 
pigs fed the low protein ration. 
However, this increase in feed ef- 
ficiency was offset by the higher 
cost of the higher protein ration 
with the result that gains on the 
low protein ration were made at a 
feed cost of 1.2 cents less per 
pound than those made on the 
high protein ration. On rations 
containing aureomycin the same 
general trend was observed. 

In both trials, cheapest gains 
were obtained on the low protein
